The Trade Palece was one of the leading houses 
tm the city, and Mr. Neal's stock was made up of 
dry good, gents” furni.ng goods, de, and be 
loses Beavi'y, his whole tnsurapce amounting to 
not more than $25,000, $3,000 of which was upon 
the fixtures. Hits property was Mmeured for $5,000 
isn each of the following tamed companies: 
Louigvilie Insurance and Banking Company, Liv- 
erpool and London Im-urance Company, Cleve- 
land Imsurance Company, Bockeye losurance 
Com y, and the North American.
